Lonely Fire,” and “Go Ahead 
John,” each averaging about 
22.5 mihutes a piece. There 
are a lot musicians, including 
Herbie Hancock, Chick 
Corea. Joe Zawinul, Lonnie 
Smith and Harold Williams 
Jr. pianos, Jack DeJonnette, 
William Cobham, Al Foster 
and William Hart, drums and 
assorted percussions, Ron 
Carter;: Harvey Brooks, and 
Dave. Holland, . bass,..John 
McLaughlin, guitar, and Ben- 
nie Maupin, Steve Grossman, 
Carlos Garnet, and Wayne 
Shorter, etc., various brasses 
and reeds. When you -com- 
bine the extremely’ talented, 
legendary Miles with modern 
electronics, you come up 
with a set of highly com- 
plexed and excessively ar- 
ranged jazz suites which 
have no endings, they just 
sort.of stop rather abruptly, 
measured in different times, 
but very structured, remin- 
ding you that you are 
listening to the best of Miles 
over time. 
Unlike that incomprehen- 
sible On the Corner or Bit- 
ches Brew, Big Fun is marked 
by identifiable themes. “Ife” 
might be named after a town 
in_Northern Nigeria - and if its 
not, it carries a very definite 
African favor, replete with 
assorted African Whistles and 
percussions. ‘Great Expec- 
tations” is’ probably the 
weakest of the four, and | 
gsuggest this because Miles 
probably composed this first 
or_last; if it were first, he was 
searching; if it were last, he 
was tired. - me 
“Go Ahead John" is for 
John McLaughlin, because it 
is McLaughlin who is most 
often featured after Miles and 
everybody else.

There is that Spanish /Por- 
tuguese distance about the 
composition; symbolically, 
the title is right on time, 
because..there is. definitely..a 
mood of lonesomeness about 
it ahd the fire, is, forever 
flaming when the mood 
changes. Structurally, Miles 
balances “Lonely Fire’ by 
forming it in .three move- 
ments: the first is 2/2 and 
reminds us of a 17th-century 
Spanish gypsy dance; the 
second is 2/4 and reminds us 
of a Portuguese waltz; and 
the third is 4/4 and reminds 
us-of an African tribal com- 
memoration of freedom or 
something else - in any event, 
there is an urgency about 
“Lonely Fire’ that causes one 
to listen and relisten under 
any “laid" circumstance; the 
more “laid,” the better. 

Otherwise, | have a pro- 
blem with Miles and his ad- 
verse critics.

In the first place, the man is 
out there by himself and-he 
has-no competition; there is 
just no one alive to check 
him..Oh, you could name per- 
sons like Pharoah Sanders, 
Herbie Hancock, Weather 
Report, the Crusaders, Jimmy 
Smith, or whoever.

William Bells Relating 
(Stax, STS-5502) is the 
second of his 1973 bi-annual 
releases. Mr, Bell iS an 
average looking, semi-pretty 
nigger who has a bad pro- 
gram for anybody who has 
time to listen. |.am not too 
sure about this, but.ijts either 
him or Eddie Floyd who is

| am ‘Suggesting that Mr 
Bell is more interesting in 
providing us with’ -a~‘con- 
tinually good-listening album 
than a program of hit songs.

Like the implications of the 
cover (with him, -bearded, 
gently holding his lady, rather 
confident), each of the pro- 
gram's 10 entries are about 
man-woman relationships.

School 
Board President Arnold Pinkney and 
Councilwoman Carol A. McClendon 
supported the white-candidate, thus in- 
suring. the defeat of Barnes and 
denying Blacks another badly needed 
State Senator 


The Democratic party made two en+ 
dorsements of Blacks in judicial races 
Both were unopposed by either other 
Democrats or Republicans. However, in 
three other judicial races where Black 
candidates entered, neither of them got 
endorsed and, all three lost because 
Black Democratic leaders didn't buck 
the party and support them. So we 
made no gains in this judicial field 


The irony of this situation is that for 
every Black candidate now holding an 
elected office, that office was first 
opened up by Blacks defying the party 
organization. Yet, once these Blacks 
are themselves secure in office, they 
retuse to support others who are also 
trying to blast open doors for new 
gains, 

The voters who stayed home-on 
primary day, must also bear their part of 
the blame for our failure to make 
political” progress. Over—half ofthe 
registered Black voters didn't think 
enough of their civil rights and freedom 
to even preserve them by using their 
most powerful weapon, their vote. 


When people won't help themselves; 
when leaders won't unite and 
cooperale;.. when .. getting...allof..our.

America Gone Berserk 


Everything seems to have gone 
“berserk” in America. We no longer 
hear ihe shibboleths of freedom, such 
as “the Great Society” the “New Deal’ 
and “New Frontiers." We are over- 
wheimed with. Watergate and “The 
Exorcist.” Truly. it seems, this nation 
has literally gone to the devil, Both 
Waterqate and “The Exorcist” reveal

Even black people have given up the 
usual appeal and rhetoric about the 
dreams of justice and equality. Black 
oeople, on the whole, are sitting tightly 
and reticently looking at the parade of 
she devils streaking nudely through the 
government and other major in- 
stitutions of American life. Everybody, 
plack and white seems to sense that 
something is coming to an end. 


One reason | think the film “The 
Exorcist’ became so popular is 
because the American people feel a 
sense of helplessness. All the efforts of 
many Americans to xt this country 
right; the grest expectancies of 
establishing a great society and a world 
free of war have colipased into 8 
delusion or .a hopeless despair

But th 
might not be the best defen 
mechanism or survival tactics in this 
juncture of history, This may be seen, 
later on, as a dangerous stance. 

Somehow black people will have to 
torm organizational and political 
solidarity among themselves to forge 
few leadership, not only for them- 
selves, but for the nation.

During the presidential election in 
1920, James M. Cox, then Democrat 
governor of Ohio, ran against Warren 
G. Harding, the Republican candidate. 
There was a jingle out and quoted all 
over the country “While Cox was on the 
front porch....Talking to the ladies...Har- 
ding was on the back porch...Washing 
Nigger babies.” 

Harding won and became the 29th 
President. He was. labeled as being 
Negro. His tuture (to be) father-in-law 
called him a Negro in public and 
threatened to blow his head off if he did 
not stop trying to court his daughter. 
However, Harding married her, despite 
the threat. : 
The. Tea. Pot.Dome scandal, during 
his administration, will now take a back 

seat to Watergate. He was labeled as 
haying two mistresses and @ daughter 
by one. of the two. 

Mrs. Florence Harding latiored long 
into the nights in Washington and back 
in Ohio burning some of her husband's 
documents, however, she overlooked 
several stacks of love letters allegedly 
to Carrie Phillips. It was said some 
were 20, 30 and 40 pages long, full of 
sexual expressions of his love, etc. For 
years’ the rumor stood that the 
President died from poison ad- 
ministered by his wife. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt followed the 
trend of Washington and Thomas Jef- 
ferson in that he made plans for a 
Roosevelt Library in Hyde Park (N.Y.) a 
memorial to himself 

Owight D. Eisenhower planted his in 
Abilene, Kan., and there was quite a bit 
of snickering about the large number of 
cowboy and western paperback books 
included, while Harry S, Truman plan- 
ned his mementoes at Independence, - 
Mo., and was accused of hiding 
evidence of Communist treason 
material in his administration. It is to be 
remembered, Truman's administration 
was during the red-baiting McCarthy. 
years. So.....when Nixon took his turn of 
taking a big-bite-tax deduction for his 
papers, he was simply following a prac- 
tice from FDR on down. 

The first impeachment involving An- 
drew Johnson, 17th President, the man.

Feb. 24, 1669, Congress voted for the 
first time articles “ot impeachment 
against a president.

There 
was no Vice-President, as Johnson 
became president after Lincoln's death, 
and according to law, Wade would 
become successor to Johnson if the im- 
peachment stood.

At that time upon 
inspection of many of the papers no 
evidence of treason material was found.

Second, we are talkin 
about" making the schools 
better by giving all pupils 
equal opportunity.

found that education has 
been’ improved for black 
children while white kids, as 
measured by their ‘test 
scores, have not been af- 
fected. 

By experiencing different 
ethnic groups and going to 
school with children. of other 
racial and economic 
backgrounds, all children 
learn to live in a multi-racial 
world and to get along with 
people on the basis of mutual 
respect. That's a. valuable 
education in itself. 

And integration has also 
meant that schools have’ had 
to take a long, hard look at 
their, programs to better deal 
with their new students. The 
result has often been a 
marked improvement in the 
education they offer. 

It seems “Sad at this: late 
date to have to continue 
making these points, points 
that~ we thought were 
resolved two decades ago. 
But opposition to black rights 
is still strong; and the 
measure of that.opposition is 
the near-hysterical outbursts 
of those who would build and 
strengthen the barriers bet- 
ween the races.

Only Six Percent Of 
Police Are Black 


WASHINGTON = (NBNS) — 
Blacks and other minorities 
make up only 6 per cent of 
the nation’s police forces, a 
survey by the Police Founda- 
tion ,has shown. Blacks, on 
the “other hand, make up 
about 17 per cent: of ‘the 
minority population as a 
whole in the country. - 

The. study is the first com- 
prehensive study of state, 
county and municipal police 
personnel in the nation. It 
also shows women officers 
make up less than 2. per cent 
=of the average force. 

Although there were few 
surprises in the study, it 
noted that municipal agen- 
cies tend to have more liberal 
selection requirements for 
physical characteristics than 
either county or state agen- 
cies and these larger agen- 
cies hire minorities more

WASHINGTON -- Led by a 
sharp Increase’In the-ranks of 
black mayors, the numberof 
black elected officials in the 
U.S. clifnbed in the past year 
to an unprecedented level 
that is 152 percent greater 
than five years ago. 

The numberof black 
mayors increased at a rate 
faster than any other 
category of elective office, 
from 82 last year to 108 now, 
a 31.7 percent increase. 

The overall increase in the 
number of black elected of- 
ficials in all categories was 
14 percent. 

The latest figures show that 
there are 2.991 black persons 
in elective offices as com- 
pared to 2.62| a year aqo. 

This number-only-covers 45 
states that have black elected 
officials, not all 50 states. 

Nationwide, blacks con- 
stitute: slightly aver one-half 
of one percent (0.057) of the 
almost 522,000 elected of- 
ficials throughout the United 
States.

bandleader whose career has 
spanned three decades and 
whose music. has_ spawned 
dozens of imitators. 

Born in . Nogales, an 
Arizona bordertown, in April, 
1922, Mingus was raised in 
the Watts section of Los 
Angeles where his boyhood 
friends included musicians 
Buddy Colette and Britt 
Woodman.

Fromy 1953 to 1955, Mingus 
linked up with a coterie of 
musicians who “were ex- 
perimenting with new jazz 
forms relying heavily on 
counterpoint and” atonality 
Two interesting albums 
resulted from. these. ex- 
plorations: “Jazz Composers 
Workshop No, 2” on Savay 
and “Charlie Mingus” on 
Everest Archive of Folk and 
Jazz Music 

By 1956. Mingus was 
leading his own groups at 
the Cafe Bohemia in New 
York and had torged a unique 
and identifiable style. In 1956, 
drummer Dannie Richmond 
joined the group and his jazz 
workshops began ‘to really 
mobilize. His first two albums 
for Atlantic, “Pithecanthropus 
Erectus” and “The Clown” 
(both collector's items now) 
document this period well 
The former features the 
classic _title tune with. accom-. 
paniment by Jackie McLean 
while the latter includes Rich- 
mond, trombonist . Jimmy 
Knelper and the excellent 
saxophonist Shafi Hadi. 

In addition to “The Clown", 
this group produced three 
other ‘albums, one of which, 
“Tijuana Moods," on RCA 
Records, is ane of Mingus's 
greatest achievements. The 
album depicts Mingus's visit 
to the legendary Mexican 
town. 

The versatile jazz work- 
shops that. Mingus has 
hosted throughout the years 
have served as forums for 
young musicians. These 
groups have sponsored such 
talents as Gene Shaw, Bill 
Evans, John Handy, Booker 
Ervin, Eric Dolphy. Ted Cur- 
son, Clifford Jordan. Charles 
McPherson and Rashaan 
Roland Kirk. 

The late ‘50s and early ‘60s 
were years of great produc- 
tivity. With groups ranging 
from the famous quartet with 
Eric Dolphy to the large’ 6n- 
sembies tor “Pre-Bird’’. (now 
called “Mingus Revisited’) 
and-’The Black Saint and the 
Sinner Lady,” his records in 
this. period reach a new 
zenifh of artistic and 
emotional expression. In the 
‘50s, he was avant-garde long 
before the term reigned in 
fashion. <n 

Constantly reworking his 
pieces, Mingus has often 
recorded the same song more 


than once with a different 
arrangement and new title. A 
Mingus song, “Smooch”, 
recorded in 1953 by Miles 
Davis with the composer on 
piano was recorded twice in 
1960 my Mingus as 


“Vassariean” and “Weird 
Nightmare”, the latter version 
with lyrics, Similar instances 
occur with “Meditations” and 
“Praying with €ric’' and 
“Alice’s Wonderland” and 
“Diane,” 

Ip. 1964. Mingus.made. his. 
lirst appearance at the Mon- 
terey..Jazz Festival with a 
specially assembled large 
band to play “Meditations.” 
The. powerful performance 
received a lengthy ovation, 
widespread press coverage 
and ranks as one of the high 
points “in Mingus's career 
With Monterey as an incen- 
tive, Mingus launched 
another attempt at forming 
his own record label.. This 
time the venture was called 
Jazz Workshop and it sold 
records’ only: by mail, The 
Monterey concert was its first 
release, followed by three or 
four others. {nitially there Was 
a good response but even- 
tually it tapered off and the 
label folded. Rights went to 
Fantasy/Prestige/Milestone. 

Mingus entered semi-retire- 
ment, during the latter half of 
the 60s). shunning recording 


and making infrequent ap- 


pearances. He took up 
residence in New York’s East 
Village and wrote an auto- 
biography called Beneath 
The Underdog, which was 
published in 1971. It 
catalyzed new interest in 
Mingus's music and, con- 
sequently, he began to play 
again. He recorded “Let My 
Children Hear Music’ with 
Columbia, a magnum™*opus 
that brings together over 30 


musicians 
In February, 1972, Mingus 
made a comeback concert at 
Philharmonic Hall, Sepang 
with a 20-piece band an 
several surprise guests and 
playing to a sell-out house. In 
the same month, Columbia 
released the album from that 
concert “Charles Mingus and
